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INTRODUCTION. 




HE interest taken in the dates of the 
manufacture of Old English Plate appears 
to have received a great impetus about 
the time of the first Industrial Exhibition 
in 1 85 1 ; from that period to the present 
time those who had not inherited ancient plate, or had not 
acquired it by purchase, began to search for it, and the 
desire to possess rare pieces has become so pronounced 
that it is now difficult to meet with genuine specimens even 
at high prices. The collection of plate at Welbeck Abbey as 
described in this Catalogue is highly interesting, and many 
pieces are unique ; it would be out of place in this brief 
preface to mention special articles, as nearly all the collec- 
tion has been found worthy of careful examination.

REPORT ON THE PLATE AT WELBECK. 

By MR. WILFRED CRIPPS, 1883. 
SEVENTEENTH CENTURY. 

No. I. 
HE Charles I. communion cup is of 
London make, date 1629-30. The maker's 
mark is well known ; it occurs upon the 
communion plate at St Margaret's, West- 
minster, date 1624-5, ^^^ ^^° upon a 
flagon, date 1625-6, at St Thomas's Church, Bristol. 

The inscription recording the fact of King Charles 1. 
receiving the communion from it on the day of his execution 
is contemporary with the date of that event and has not 
been an addition of more recent date. This may be said 
with absolute certainty, from the style of the lettering. 

Marks : nQQj for 1629-30, and ^ for the maker, whose 
name is not known. 

The above was the usual form of communion cup in 
fashion about 1625 to 1650, or thereabouts. 
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No. 2. A pair of quite plain upright silver flagons on 
splayed feet, bearing the Cavendish arms with duke's 
coronet and the garter. These are of London make, and of 

the year 1677-8 ^ft|. and bear ^^ for maker^s mark. 

These were probably made for Henry, the second Duke 
of Newcastle, on succeeding to the title, for his domestic 
chapel. They were, no doubt, for communion flagons. 

No. 3. The set of repouss6 jars and vases, some with- 
out lids or bottoms, are of the *' Chinese jar " fashion, so 
often seen in blue and white porcelain. They were ren- 
dered fashionable in the reign of William III. by the 
Dutch East India Company. These were made at the 
Hague, probably. in the year 1680. 

Similar sets are in the possession of Lord Sackville of 
Knole; and a set belonged to the last Marquess of 
Breadalbane. 

No. 4. The gigantic wine-cistern in the plate-room, 
weighing nearly 1000 oz., bears the Harley arms and 
quarterings with the garter. It was made in London in the 
year 1682-3. It will be noticed that this was the year in 
which Robert Harley, first Earl of Oxford. and Mortimer, 
came of age ; and it was, no doubt, presented or purchased, 
as the case may be, in connection with that event 

Marks: [H for 1682-3, and ^ for maker's mark. 
This maker's mark is well known from 1 664 to 1 686, and 
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occurs upon «a large undated salver amongst the plate at 
Windsor Castle. 
The arms, or at all events the garter, are a later edition. 

No. 5. The large silver hand bell, used in the Gothic 
Hall, is of the late part of the seventeenth century. 

It bears only the mark ^ of a silversmith named 
Anthony Nelme,who, about 1685, used this mark. 

It bears the Cavendish motto, " Cavendo tutus," and for 
crest a stag, but no coronet 

I do not know whether Henry, second Duke of Newcastle, 
ever bore the stag for crest 

It is more likely on the whole to have belonged to his 
son. Lord Ogle, if he can be found to have borne the stag 
for crest 

No. 6. One pair of the plain old-fashioned table candle- 
sticks, with baluster stems and square feet, with* the comers 
cut off, so as to make them octagonal, are older than the 
rest, and bear engraved upon them the arms of Boyle with 
Noel on an heiress's inescutcheon. They are of the year 
1 686-7, ^^d therefore belonged to Charles, the third Earl of 
Cork and second Earl of Burlington, who married Juliana, 
daughter and heiress of Hon. Henry Noel of Luffenham, 
and was great-grandfather to Lady Mary Cavendish, wife 
of the third Duke of Portland. 

Or they might have been given by Juliana, Lady Cork

and Burlington, to her cousin, Lady Elizabeth, on marrying 
in 1704 Henry, Lord Woodstock, afterwards first Duke of 
Portland. They are, with one exception (dated only of the 
previous year, 1685), the oldest domestic table-candlesticks 
known. 

Marks : iV] for 1686-7, and (^) for the maker. These 

marks are inside the foot, and by these marks and the arms 
f ffl this interesting pair of candlesticks will be easily re- 
^ cognized. 

No. 7. The great gOt pilgrim bottles with stoppers, 
having dolphin cups and chains, bear Harley arms, with an 
earl's coronet, probably added later. 

These bear only a maker's mark, which can, however, be 
referred to about the year 1 690. It occurs on plate belonging 
to the Earls Bathurst of 169 1-2, and other known examples. 



EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 

No. 8. The large plain kettle, with dome cover and with 
lamp and stand, is of the year 1 702-3, bearing the arms of 
Boyle, quartering Clifford, etc., and bearing Savile on an 
heiress's inescutcheon. These are the arms of Richard, 
fourth Earl of Cork and third Earl of Burlington, grand- 
father of Lady Mary Dorothy Cavendish, wife of third 
Duke of Portland. This duchess seems to have had some 
of her mother's plate, who was Charlotte Baroness Clifford,

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daughter and heiress of the above-named Earl of Cork and 
Burlington. 

Marks : [Aj for 1 702-3, and |j[ej for Anthony Nelme, a 

very celebrated silversmith of William III. and Queen Anne 
period. This is the oldest kettle at present known. 

No. 9. A pair of helmet cups, gilt, with scroll handles 
formed of female figures, ornamented with shells and 
gadroons, with Harley and Brampton arms, and Cavendish 
quartering Holies on an escutcheon. London, 1 700-1 

and t!^ the mark of a well-known silversmith named 

David Willaume. 

A large gilt salver in same style to match the last, and 
with the same arms and hall marks, weighs 1 75 oz. 

Another great salver, 197 oz., with Harley arms, is of 

1 702-3 lAJ and a» for Peeter Harracke, a Dutch silversmith 

who worked in London, maker of the Spencer plate. 

These were, no doubt, part of the service acquired by 
Mr. Harley, on becoming Speaker, Feb. 1 701-2, and were 
engraved with the second earl's arms at a later date. The 
Speaker was entitled, at that time, to a service of plate. 

No. II. A large oval boat or cistern with female torso 
handles, and a large urn to match it, are of the year 1710-1 1, 
and bear the arms of Harley, quartering Brampton with 
Cavendish on an heiress's inescutcheon. 

These, no doubt, mark the elevation of Mr. Speaker 
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Harley to the peerage in 1 71 1, and bear the arms of his son 
and successor, Edward, second Earl of Oxford and Mortimer, 
and Lady H. Cavendish Holies, his wife. 

Marks : (m) for 1 700-1, and lsLl for Gabriel Sleath, a well- 
known silversmith in London of the Anne period. 

Each large set of plate of the period included such an urn 
and cistern as the above ; and they seem to have stood on 
the sideboard, and to have been used for washing forks, two 
or three dozen (at the outside) of which were then considered 
a proper number for a set. 

No. 1 2. Large and massive gilt cruet-stand, one of the 
earliest and finest known, bears Harley quartering Brampton 
and the Cavendish inescutcheon. It is of the year 1 714-15 

um and bears ^), being the mark of one William Ffawdony, 

a well-known London silversmith, who was also the maker 
of much fine plate belonging to the City Companies, the 
Inns of Court, and Eton College. 

This was probably acquired upon the marriage, in Oct. 
1 713, of Edward, second Earl of Oxford, with Lady H. 
Cavendish Holies. 

No. 13. Two massive ink trays. One, with four sockets 
and a call bell in the centre, has the Harley crest of lion and 
castle. 

It is of the year 1 716-17 |^U and is by a well-known 

silversmith named N. Clausen. 
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The other is of the year 1719-20 lUI and by a very 

celebrated smith named Benj. Pyne. 




These probably belonged to Edward, second Lord of 
Oxford, in his father s lifetime. 

N,B. — -The two square ink-pot frames in the ink tray, in 
the smoking-room, bear the cypher of William and Mary, 
W M R, in entwined letters. They are about the year 
1690. This is known from the form of the maker's mark, 
which is that used by Peeter Harracke for a few years at 
that time. There are no other hall marks. The tray of 
this inkstand was made much later to receive these two 
square ink-holders. 

No. 14. A pair of small circular waiters are put in daily 
use, and bearing the royal arms. 

These are of the year 1 744-5 (1/ and are by the very 
celebrated silversmith Paul Lamene. They are the only 
specimens of his make that I notice at Welbeck. His 
mark gives a high value to any plate bearing it It was at 

that period 

They would perhaps belong to an official set belonging 
to the second Duke of Portland, on acceptance of some 
embassy or other office entitling the holder to a service of 
plate at the public expense. 

No. 15. A dinner service of silver plate, including also 
the salt cellars in daily use, ornamented with hanging 
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wreaths, lions' heads, etc., and standing on lions' claw feet, 
of theyear 1756-7. 

This was perhaps acquired on the coming of age of the 
third Duke of Portland, but the date of his birth is not 
entered in Burke's Peerage, so this is only a guess, founded 
on the marriage of the second duke in 1 734.
